REMARKS 

This Response is filed in reply to the Office Action dated April 1, 2005. In the 
Office Action, the Examiner notes that the application is in condition for allowance except 
for formal matters. Applicants gratefully acknowledge the Examiner's allowance of the 
claims. 

The Examiner indicates that in Applicants' response filed January 14, 2005, the 
amendment adding the Claim of Priority paragraph, the amendments to paragraphs starting 
on page 4, line 26 and the amendments to paragraphs starting on page 6, line 33 were 
improper because of the use of double brackets. In addition, the Examiner noted that the 
word "classifier" was changed to "classifies" in the amendment to the paragraph starting on 
page 4, line 26 (line 5 of the amended paragraph). 

In this Response, Applicants amend the specification to correct the formal matters 
raised by the Examiner by removing the double brackets and by not changing the word 
"classifies".
